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GREAT SOCIETY 
PROTECTS THE CRIMINAL

Some probably remember the famous 
Victorian “tearjerker,” “Hearts and Flow- 
ers.” It was played in practically all melo- 
drama, especially when the poor family was 
about to be dispossessed by a vicious land- 
lord on a snowy night, Modern literature, as 
Edmund Fuller has pointed out, has now 
gone to the opposite extreme where pity is 
for the rapist not the raped, for the criminal 
not the victim. This false compassion started 
with novelists like William Saroyan and John 
Steinbeck who presented the “lovable bums,” 
the shiftless, the drunks, as “beautiful little 
people.” 

The next stage was to excite pity for. the 
genial rapist, the jolly slasher, the dope 
pusher, the adultress playing musical beds, 
the rich kid who sells “goofballs,’’ knifers, 
sluggers, muggers and the homosexuals. 

What is true compassion? It is a sharing 
of sorrow, a pity and sympathy, a desire to 
help, a bearing of another’s burdens as if 
they were one’s own. Compassion can be 
moral, material or physical. In the moral 
realm, it shares guilt as if it were one’s own. 
A judge who might sentence a murderer to 
death and then take the punishment, would 
be a faint example of Christ taking on our 
sins—dying for them as if they were His 
own. Compassion is physical when one helps 
another carry an extra burden. A boy with 
another boy on his back was asked if he 
could bear up under it and he answered: 
“FHe’s not heavy; he’s my brother.” Material 
compassion is a sharing of one’s goods with 
the poor. Compassion, in a word, is vulner- 
ability. It is a sympathy so deep and keen 
that one feels the wounds of others as if 
they were his own. 

Compassion also makes a distinction, þe- 
tween a man destroyed by his own fault, 
and one destroyed through no fault of his 
own. No valid compassion can exist without 
a separation of right and wrong. Otherwise, 
there is no difference between a saint and a 
sinner, a murderer and his victim. 

But today, thanks to a few social workers, 
a few incompetent judges, and woolly-minded 
thinkers, and many “sob sisters,” compas- 
sion is extended not to the one who was 
mugged, but to the mugger, not to the police- 
man, but to the dope pusher, not to the girl 
killed by a dope fiend, but to the rich boy 
from an interesting family. No blame may 
be laid at the door of the criminal or the 
degraded. The new saviors of a perverted 
society say: “Neither do I condemn thee. 
Go, and sin some more.” 

With what result? Crime increases about 
19 per cent a year in the United States.- In 
New York alone there are 60,000 narcotic 
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addicts and 36 per cent of all who have to 
do with narcotics in the nation are released 
through “clemency” and too often to com- 
mit worse crimes. A burglary is committed 
every 30 seconds in this country; a motor 
car is stolen every minute; a rape is com- 
mitted every three minutes, and a murder 
every hour. Two-thirds of those arrested 
for robbery had already received “compas- 
sion.” Forty-three per cent of all crimes 
against property have been done by the age 
group between 10 and 17. Twelve out of 
every 100 policemen are assaulted in the 
line of duty. Nobody is “bad” because there 
is no right and wrong. Criminals are “sick.” 

One professor in a large university had 
just finished his lecture on social work, advo- 
cating compassion to punks and criminals. 
On his way home, he was mugged and — 
severely beaten. He insisted on going to the 
police station before being taken to the hos- 
pital to complain against the city for not 
protecting life and property. He wanted — 
compassion. Gone was his compassion for 
muggers. May those judges and social work- 
ers who deny the difference between right 
and wrong, learn the lesson that not every 
eriminal is “sick” without being mugged 
themselves,
